LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  4  states  as 
f  ollows : 


"Small  lot  buying  and  much  price  irregularity  char- 
acterized Hew  England  cotton  markets  during  the 
past  week.     Inquiry  for  cotton  was  fairly  good,  brokers 
report,  and  buying  interest  was  general,  including 
both  long  and  short  staple  and  both  high  and  low 
grades,  but  actual  sales  were  very  limited  in  volume. 

"Selling  pressure  developed  in  some  parts  of  the 

market  and  resulted  in  the  sacrificing  of  certain  lots 

at  give-away  levels.     This  naturally  depressed  mill 

ideas  of  value,  but  when  efforts  were  made  to  duplicate 

these  bargain  purchases,  great  difficulty  was  encountered 

in  getting  bids  accepted..     It  seemed  easy  enough  to 

o otain  small  lots  of  high  grade  staples  at  very 

moderate  prices,  but  attempts  to  buy  in  volume  at  the 

minimum  marked  prices  were  very  seldom  successful, 

and  it  was  not  often  that  the  mills  were  willing  to 

raise  their  bids .

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  11  states  as 
follows : 

"Increased  inquiry  for  staple  cottons  in  round  lots 
was  reported  in  several  quarters  both  here  and  else- 
where in  New  England  this  week  and  was  generally 
taken  to  mean  that  fine  goods  mills  are  approaching 
the  time  when  they  will  either  have  to  obtain  addi- 
tional raw  material  supplies  or  cut  down  radically 
on  the  rate  of  consumption.     There  was  not  a  great 
deal  of  actual  buying,  and  most  of  the  dealing  that 
was  put  through  consisted  of  small  filling-in  lots. 
It  seemed  easier   to  get  the  mills  to  make  a  firm  bid 
for  some  particular  lot,  but  these  bids  were  usually 
so  much  under  Southern  ideas  of  value  that  it  was 
extremely  difficult  to  get  buyer  and  seller  together. 
Prices  were  somewhat  irregular,  but  on  the  whole  were 
not  much  different  than  a  week  ago  .

"The  market  is  getting  to  be  more  and  more  a  spot 
cotton  affair  and  the  past  week  has  seen  a  number  of 
instances  where  otherwise  suitable  cotton  was  turned 
down  because  it  was  not  on  the  spot.     Premiums  for  spots 
have  been  obtained  in  certain  types  where  the  current

supply  was  inadequate  ,  and  "brokers  and  merchants  are 
reporting  a  rapidly  growing  strength  to  the  spot 
demand.     In  fact  they  declare  that  in  a  majority  of 
mills  in  this  area,   spots  receive  marked  preference 
over  shipment  cotton,   even  at  a  slight  difference  in 
price  .

"Egyptians  have  advanced  slightly  this"  week,  hut  no 
particular  buying  interest  is  reported.    Medium  grade 
Sakel  is  priced  around  34  cents,  with  a  slightly 
lower  grade  available  around  32-1/2  cents.  Medium 
grade  Egyptian  uppers  are  priced  between  24  and  25 
cents,  having  climbed  nearly  a  cent  during  the  past 
week,  and  without  much  trading  in  this  locality.

The  Cotton  Gazette   (Liverpool)   of  March  2  7  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  Messrs.   J.  Planta  Sa  Co.,   of  xilexandria, 
dated  March  17: 

"Mansourah:     The  had  weather,   of  which  we  wrote  in  our  last 
report,   continued  until  the  evening  of  the  15th.  Generally 
speaking,   it  was  cool  and  during  the  night  of  the  13th  it 
rained  heavily.     Since  yesterday,  however,  work  in  the 
fields  and  sowing  have  been  restarted.     We  shall,  however, 
only  be  able  to  estimate  in  a  few  days''  time  the  importance 
of  re-sowing  caused  by  the  bad  weather.      Kaf r-el-Zayat : 
During  the  last  week  the  temperature  has  been  too  cool.  On 
the  13th  and  14th  we  had  heavy  rains  and  winds  .    Work  in 
the  fields  has  ceased,  and  sowing  will  be  considerably  delayed. 
Seed  sown  a  fortnight  ago  has  scarcely  sprouted  at  all,  and 
many  cultivators  will  have  to  re-sow  their  crop.     Owing  to 
the  cold  and  rain,   the  young  plants  in  the  early  fields  are 
looor.    We  shall,  however,    only  bo  able  to  judge  the  situation 
in  a  few  days'   time.     The  temperature  since  yesterday  has  been 
warmer,  and  work  will  start  in  two  or  three  days.  Magaga 
(Upper  Egypt):     Three  days  ago  the  weather  became  better, 
the  cold  wind  ceasing  and  the  temperature  becoming  much 
warmer.     Sowing  has  been  restarted.     In  those  fields  where 
germination  had  already  taken  place  before  the  weather  became 
bad,   the  plant  has  not  been  very  much  damaged.     In  those 
fields  which  were  sown  when  the  bad  weather  came,  germination 
will  be  retarded  and  some  re-sowing  will  have  to  take  place.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  18  states  as 
foil ows : 

"The  feeling-out  process  continued  in  New  England 
cotton  markets  during  the  past  week  and  trading  in 
New  Bedford  and  other  cotton  manufacturing  centers 
was  mostly  limited  to  small  lots.     Selling  pressure 
was  evident  in  many  quarters  and  prices  weakened 
badly  in  many  instances  when  faced  with  firm  offers 
at  lower  levels.     Nominally  quoted  prices  remained 
very  little  changed  from  a  week  ago . 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  buying  interest  was  more 
actively  shown  this  week  and  more  often  led  to  pur- 
chases by  the  mills  .     There  were  not  many  large  lot 
sales  but  there  was  inquiry  for  cotton  in  round  lots 
and  plenty  of  Indication  of  serious  consideration 
of  the  offerings  submitted.     Over  anxious  sellers, 
however,  have  tended  to  discourage  the  mills  from- 
buying  in  large  lots  lest  prices  should  decline  still 
further  . 

"Attempts  to  liquidate  holdings  of  California  and 
Arizona  upland  cotton  were  pursued  very  vigorously, 
and  on  types  ranging  from  inch  and  one  sixteenth  to 
inch  and  three  sixteenths,  it  was  possible  to  get 
Californias  one  to  two  cents  cheaper  than  Delta  cottons . 
This  naturally  undermined  the  market  on  Delta  and 
eastern -grown  cotton  and  hung  like  a  weight  over  the 
whole  market  .

"There  has  been  trading  both  in  short  cotton  and  extra 
staple  lengths  and  sale  prices  have  usually  shaded  the 
figures  of  the  previous  week.    Middling  white  government 
inch  and  a  sixteenth  sold  as  high  as  24  cents,  while 
straight  middling  was  offered  at  425  to  450  on  May  and  • 
sales  of ^strict  low  were  reported  several  days  ago  around 
22  cents  .     Government  inch  and  an  eighth  sold  as  low  as 
83-1/2  cents  but  this  was  for  California  cotton  and 
Delta  offerings  were  held  at  25  to  25-1/2  cents,  with 
inch  and  five  thirty  seconds  held  about  a  cent  higher 
than  that  despite  sales  of  California  cotton  in  this 
type  for  25  cents  .    For  inch  and.  three  sixteenths  the 
prices  ranged  between  27-1/2  and  28-1/2  cents,  and  some 
trading  in  Delta  cotton  was  reported,  though  Californias 
of  a  rather  scratchy  character  were  said  to  be  obtainable 
as  low  as  27  cents .     Inch  and  seven  thirty-seconds  in 
middling  was  generally  quoted  at  31  to  32  cents,  with 
occasional  odd  lots  obtainable  as  low  as  30  cents, 
while  strict  low  middling  could  be  had  "occasionally 
around  29  cents  or  even  slightly  lower.     Inch  and  a 
quarter  was  rather  inactive,  but  was  quoted  at  33  cents 
and  upward,  with  sales  of  low  middling  off  colored  cotton 

reported  around  the  30-Gent  level.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  25  states  as 
foil ows : 


"With  the  shadow  of  prospective  curtailment  ahead, 
and  but  very  little  in  the  way  of  new  orders  for 
goods  or  yarn  coming  in,  New  England  cotton  mills 
showed  little  interest  in  further  purchases  of  cotton 
during  the  past  week,  and  the  market  as  a  whole  was 
flat  and  rather  weak  In  certain  spots.      With  the 
exception  of  some  occasional  round  lot  dealing  in 
low  grades,   there  was  very  little  volume  business 
moving,  and  brokers  and  merchants  were  occupied 
mostly  with  odd  lots  of  fractional  size.    Most  of 
this  activity  was  confined  to  spot  cotton,  which  was 
much  preferred  over-  shipment  offerings,   though  it 
was  seldom  that  spot  premiums  were  reported,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  demand  was  much  smaller  than  the 
supply  in  most  types  .

"Selling  pressure  was  still  in  evidence  in  many 
quarters,  and  it  was  possible  to  shade  nominal 
quotations  a  cent  a  pound  or  more  with  a  firm  bid 
in  hand.     California  and  Arizona  upland  cotton'was 
being  hawked  around  the  markets,   being  offered  at 
times  at  ridiculously  low  prices,  which  looked  all 
the  more  attractive  in  view  of  the  bright  white 
color  and  high  grade  of  the  cotton,  which  ranged 
in  general  from  government  inch  to  better  than 
government  inch  and  an  eighth.

"There  was  an  odd  lot  filling  in  business  in 
Egyptian  Uppers  this  week  around  24  to  25  cents  for 
medium  grades,  but  it  was  mostly  in  fractional  lots, 
seldom  running  as  much  as  50  bales.    Medium  grade 
Sakel  is  quoted  at  34  to  34-1/2  cents,  but  is  not 
moving . 

"Small  lots  of  Pima  came  into  the  market  this  week 
and  a  few  bales  were  said  to  have  been  sold  in 
Providence  on  the  basis  of  36  cents  for  number  twos. 
Attempts  to  stir  up  further  interest  were  made  and 
offerings  of  number  twos  and  number  ones  of  very 
fine  character  wore  reported  at  35-1/2  to  36  cents.

Messrs.  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  write,  Alexandria, 
1st  April .  - 

"The  statistical  position  continues  to  he  heavy.     The  Alex- 
andria stocks  are  about  2,137,000  cantars ,  whilst  the  cotton 
held  up  country  amounts  to  about  1,173,000  cantars,  making 
a  total  of  about  3  310,000  cantars  [656,000  bales]  against 
1,697,000  cantars  1336,000  bales]  at  this  time  last  year. 
Assuming  that  exports  for  the  balance  of  the  present  season 
will  be  about  the  same  as  during  the  corresponding  period 
last  year,  i.e.  1,254,000  cantars,  this  means  a  carryover, 
Alexandria  and  Interior,   into  next  season  of  about  2,056,000  cantars 
£407,000  bales]  against  443,000  [87,700  bales]  at  1st 
September,   1925.    U    naturally  it  must  not  be  forgotten

to  have  a  very  unfavourable  effect  on  prices  of  the  coming 
crop.     Crop  1926:     Climatic  conditions  during  the  week  have 
continued  very  favourable.     Sowing  in  the  South  and  Central 
Delta  has  been  completed,  and  is  finished  in  about  50  per  cent, 
of  the  plantations  of  the  North  Delta.     Owing  to  the  bad 
weather  at  the  beginning  of  March,  germination  in  a  con- 
siderable number  of  fields  is  not  as  good  as  could  be  desired. 
The  crop,  generally  speaking,  is  a  little  late,  but  if 
climatic  conditions  continue  as  favourable  as  during  the  last 
two  weeks,  this  delay  will  quickly  be  recovered.       The  supply 
of  water  continues  to  be  considerably  less  than  last  year 
at  the  same  time  and  prospects  for  the  future  are  not,  at 
present,  very  bright."
